Go into a peaceful meadow and sit for a 
time among the blossoming grasses. 
It 
takes a few minutes for human ears to In­ 
come attuned to Earth's quiet melodies. 


At first you will hear the penetrating 
whistles of the red-winged black birds, the 
pleasant calls of the bobwhites and the fa­ 
miliar melody of a song sparrow.

eves will follow the aerial circus of the barn 
swallows as they swoop and circle, climb 
and dive. A hawk may slowly float in wide 
circles overhead aud a frog go ker-plunk 
in tile nearby creek.

In**** are out in force on a warm sunny day;

30 Years W ithout License. O r Mishap 
W ith Auto Is Exception Proving Rule 


That old adage about the exception prov­ 
ing tile rule has demonstrated its validity 
once again, this time in the story of a Penn­ 
sylvanian who drove his automobile safely 
and blamelessly for almost SO years liefore 
the law discovered he had l»een doing it 
without a license. 
We say this it an exception proving the 
rule i»ecaiise for many years we have argu­ 
ed that there should Ii** periodic spot checks 
of the older generation of motorists in or­ 
der to determine whether they are still fit 
to lie given drivers’ licenses, 
For example, there are untold thousands 
of Pennsylvanians who learned to drive in 
tlie early days cif the Model T Ford and ev- 
t*n liefore that sturdy vehicle apjieared on 
the scene, but who have never in their en­ 
tire driving experience taken any tort of an 
examination for a license. 


I i may well lie true that the Common­ 


wealth assume* a certain degree of com­ 
petency on the part of this group of older 
drivers, ainee they grew up with the auto­ 
mobile and might lie expected to reflect the 
existence acquired in several generations 
or so. 
The Pottsville man who drove all those 
years without a license did so with perfect 
safety, and probably would have continued 
so to Ids grave had lie not been stopjied for 
a traffic violation. 
Yet how many others are there among 
the older drivers who whether they have 
licenses or not at this time, acquired their 
initial one liefore the days of examination 
bv the State Police? 
Quite a few, we are sure. and these are 
the ones we beleve sh* licit I lie given an oc­ 
casional check-up to determine whether 
they are as efficient and safe as they them­ 
selves lielieve.
